dations of the royal commis- 
sion on health will no doubt provoke 
many months of debate—as befits 
so large a step into the welfare 
state. For quite apart from the im- 
portance of the proposals from the 
standpoint of health.and finance, 
implementation of the report could 
constitute a much broader measure 
than even the national pension, 
plan or unemployment insurance. 
lt would touch every citizen directly 
at every stage in his life and rep- 
resent a major extension in the 
public handling of private funds in 
this country. 

But granted public acceptance 
of the medicare program in prin- 
ciple—and. there is little doubt of 
that—there will stiil- remain, vast 
problems of finance and administra- 
tion. The most notable change: in 
acecustomed_methods would be the 
shift.’ of some_billions of _national 
wealth from the individual's medi- 
cal expense account to his tax bill. 

The cost of medicare would not 
be a new addition to the total ex- 

of the population since 
medical care ‘is already bought in 
one way or another. But it would 
remove most of the bill to the tax 
or premium category and spread 
the cost of medical care over the 
whole tion irrespective’ of the 
individual's history of need. An 
expected increased resort to medi- 
cal care as a result of “free” pro- 
grams would, of course, raise the 
national bill somewhat, 


More than this, however, it would 
raise the demand for medical serv- 
ices—for doctors, nurses, dentists 
and hospital facilities. Canada's 
annual supply of trained medical 
men _is already insufficient, as we 
have been repeatedly warned by 
medical authorities. Medicare would 
make the need still more acute, and 
the cost of creating new médical 
schools and. persuading more stu- 
dents to enter the field would be a 
substantial addition to the nation’s 
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st. Undertaking 


responsibilities. And the whole pro- 
gram, of course, will have to have 
the support of the medical pro- 
fession. 

The same considerations apply 
to nursés and dentists; there would 
have to be a determined recruit- 
ment of qualified persons for these 
necessary services. Hospitals, a!- 
ready crowded in many communi- 
ties, would be called on for greatly 
enlarged out-patient accommoda- 
tion. It might take many years for 
the supply of trained people and of 
adequate quarters to catch up with 
the demand. 

It is interesting that, along with 
, the provision of “free” dental care 
for persons ui 18, the report 
calls for nation-wide fluoridation of 
public Water ‘supplies. “This. would 
cut dentistry bills by up to 60 per 
cent and has been advocated 
by medical and tal authorities. 
A government would be foolish to 
undertake to pay dental bills with- 
out insisting on the use of this’ 
proven and obvious means of re- 
ducing costs. 

There are interesting departures 
from custom—such as the recom- 
mendations that drug addicts be 
provided with minimum supplies of 
narcotics under supervision, that 
prescription drugs included in 
the benefits, and that mental care 
be given the same status as medi- 
cal. The proposal that lotteries be 
used to help finance the plan has 
rightly been rejected by. B.C. gov- 
ernment spokesmen, There is no 

ice for such a source of revenue 

any proper medical care system.

Pi Beta Phi 


Moré than 600 women from all parts of the North American continent are gathering in Victoria 
to attend the 44th biennial convention of the Pi Beta Phi fraternity, to be held at the Empress Hotel 
all next week. This is the first time the fraternity has met in Victoria and its third meeting in 
Canada since its inception, April 28, 1867, at‘Monmouth College, Monmouth, Ill Pi Beta Phi was 
the first Greek Letter organization to have a national philanthropy. In 1912 it started a settlement 
school in Gatlinburg, Tenn., as a living memorial to the fraternity’s founders. Designed to help the 
isolated people of the mountain area, the school began with a one-room log cabin. Today, it has a 
complete eight-grade and four-year high school system. In addition, the fraternity provides addi- 
tional instruction in music, woodworking, health, arts and crafts. Pi Beta Phi has also provided 
a complete health centre for the area, Canadian projects include scholarships for those working 
toward social service degrees, voluntarily-supported scholarships, fellowships for both graduates 
and undergraduates. There are five active chapters in Canada. These are located at Dalhousie 
University, University of Toronto, University of Western Ontario, University of Manitoba and 
University of Alberta. A loan fund is also maintained for undergraduates, as well as a fund for 
elderly members. Week's activities will begin with a brunch and reception on Sunday morning. 
That evening a dinner honoring Canadian members will be a highlight. Mother-and-daughter 
luncheon and other festivities will add extra sparkle to the busy week. Grand council, national, 
provincial and convention members were entertained at tea in Government House Friday.
